nd Paul Reynaud, an independent 
rightist who was the last Premier 
before the fall of France. 

» Ramadier streamlined his cab- 
inet only last week by trimming 
he number of minister's from 25— 

2 Socialists, six popular Repub- 
licans, five radical Socialists, and 
wo ‘Independents—to 138: seven 
Socialists, three Popular Republi- 
cans, two Radical Socialists and 

ne Independent. 

Ramadier said that shakeup, on 
Qct. 23, was undertaken because: 

“We realized it was necessary 
in this hour to give the government 
the possibility of rapid decision and 
for this end to concentrate author- 
ity in a smaller number of hands.” 
Authoritative sources close to 
the government, however, said the 
georganization was intended to ex-

Sixty. per cent of the inmates 
in the Chino Institute for Men are

In Offense 


NEW YORK (#) — Chucking 
Charlie Conerly of Mississippi 
continues to be the nation’s foot- 
ball workhorse, but out in New 
York’s Morningside Heights sec- 
tion they’ll nominate Columbia 
university’s Gene Rossides.

Rossides figured in 43 plays for 
285 yards against Army, the high- 
est yardage total registered by a 
single gridder in a single game in 
the last two years. He carried 
the ball 16 times for 46 yards, 
and completed 18 out of 27 passes 
for 239 yards, the latter figure 
also being high for the. season. 
His 18 completions equalled the 
figure set earlier this fall by Gene 
Bourdet of Montana State against 
Oregon. 
~ However, Rossides’ one-game 
splurge failed to move him into 
the first ten in total offense and 
forward passing, as he’d had an 
ailing arm earlier.

SANTA BARBARA (#) —Pro- 
posals for revision of the Calif- 
ornia constitution were in the 
hands of 10 legislative subcommit- 
tees today following adjournment 
of a general meeting of the joint 
interim legislative committee on 
revision. 

At the concluding session of the 
joint committee yesterday form- 
er Governor C. C. Young urged 
that the 72,000-word constitution 
be shortened and restored to a 
simpler form by elimination of a 
mass of statutory material.

Proposes Seven 
Year Program 


PHOENIX, Ariz. (#P) —A sev- 
en-year reclamation construction 
program involving expenditure of 
$2,148,000,000 was proposed today 
to the National Reclamation as- 
sociation by Secretary of Inter- 
ior Krug. 

In a speech prepared for de- 
livery before the association’s an- 
nual convention, Krug said the 
projected development would 
bring 4,000,000 acres, embracing 
40,000 farms under irrigation by 
the end of fiscal year 1954. 

This would increase the total 
lands now irrigated with recla- 
mation water to over 8,000,000 
acres, he told delegates to the 
convention. 

Along with the expanded irri- 
gation, the new construction would 
add 2,250,000 kilowatts of power 
generating capacity by 1954, or 
enough power for 21 cities the 
size of Denver, Krug explained. 

The interior secretary said the 
proposed program which he 
termed ‘modest’ — could be ac- 
complished within the limits of 
present congressional authorized 
projects.

Oregon Mourns 


Snell's Death: 


Service Monday - 


SALEM, Ore. (#) —A stunned ,, 
Oregon slowly prepared today for 
a‘funeral in state for its governor 
and two other top officials, killed 
in a hunting trip plane crash. 

Services were planned for all. 
three in the chamber of the State 
House of Representatives here 
Monday at 1:30 p.m. (PST). 

The bodies of Governor Earl 
Snell, Secretary of State Robert 
S. Farrell, Jr., and State Senate 
President Marshall Cornett weré 
to be brought here from the moun- 
tainous southern Oregon wilder- _ 
ness where their plane crashed 
Tuesday night. The crash also 
killed the pilot, Cliff Hogue. a 

Families of the crash victims 
also planned individual services. 
Arrangements have not been com- 
pleted. 

It was the most tragic plane 
crash in Oregon history, and the“ 
state, slowly recovering from its 
shock, promised a funeral in keep- 
ing. : 

It will be a state-wide day of 
mourning. Officials of the statée’s 
largest city, Portland, said all of- 
fices would be closed. Other cities 
were following suit. The national 
and state guards went into mourn- © 
ing and flags throughout the state 
were at half-mast. 

The new governor, John Hubert . 
Hall; 48, Portland attorney, ele- 
vated from speaker of the House 
of Representatives, took over, but 
many of the state’s offices were 
paralyzed by the triple death. 

It was impossible to obtain driv- 
ers’ licenses, automobile licenses . 
or numerous other certificates. — 
These functions, carried on ufder 
the Secretary of State’s supervi- 
sion, will not be resumed until,, 
new Governor Hall names a suc- 
cessor to Farrell, probably next 
week.

U.S. Prestige Still High In Areas. 
Of Soviet Sphere, Writer Reports 


NEW YORK (#)—Dan de Luce, 
back from a long look behind the 
iron curtain, finds American pres- 
tige still is high in European coun- 
tries within the Soviet sphere. 

“Two years aren’t enough for 
a man to learn to shut his mind 
completely,” said DeLuce, veter- 
an Associated Press foreign cor- 
respondent. 

“In any sort of open competition 
for the friendship of these people 
the odds would be five-to-one in 
our favor, except in Yugoslavia.” 

DeLuce returned this week from 
a four-month tour through Poland, 
Czecho-Slovakia, Hungary, Yugo- 
slavia and Greece—countries that 
"have been part of his news beat 
since 1939. He talked to hundreds 
of people in all classes of life, and 
reached this conclusion: 

“We hold the top cards, and if 
we play them properly there is 
no reason for alarm or despond- 
ency. We still represent in the 
minds of most people throughout 
the world the eee where human 





freedom has the best chance to 


endure. 
“The American citizen acts, 
thinks and moves about more 


freely than the citizen of any other 
country wherever he goes.” 

Just as the American civilian 
soldier was our best ambassador 
during the war, De Luce believes 
now that» our best diplomat in 
these countries is the peacetime 
American visitor. Therefore he 
thinks it important that they be 
kept open to American travel. 

“That gives the people of those 
lands a chance to see that we are- 
n’t Wall Street devils who ride 
over starving children in our lim- 
ousines—as their controlled press 
would have them believe,” he said. 

Wherever he traveled he found 
among the people a great inter- 
est in American affairs and an 


admiration for her production 
techniques. One Russian engineer 
joked: 


“We'd like to come over and see 
how you do it.’

Extensive Yule Decorations Here? 





How extensive should the cities of Ontario and Upland 
decorate for Christmas? 


-+~ Is money invested by merchants in street decorations 
during the Yule season necessary from the standpoint of 
afimulating gift purchases and in competing with other towns? 

— At least one or two southland communities are not go- 
ing.to place colored Yule lights up and down their business 


atreets or fasten brightly colored tinsel and pasteboard rep- 
i¢as of Santa Claus on their light standards. One of the 


méin factors in the question is the expense involved. 

~ Upland and Ontario business communities are up to the 
point right now of deciding what to do about street decora- 
tions during the Yule season. Several thousand dollars 
have been spent annually each December by the two cities 
to dress up their business centers in the customary Yule 
colors. 

A plan, however, is being considered locally for the 
two cities to unite on a plan of placing illuminated Christmas 
‘trees on Euclid avenue or of stringing Christmas lights 
among the trees already on the center parkway of the ave- 
nue. Upland made a start toward the Euclid avenue dec- 
orative plan last year. 

An Ontario chamber of commerce committee is in favor 
of putting all of the Christmas lighting effort into illuminating 
Euclid avenue only—and not have any other Yule decora- 
tions. 

The whole purpose of Christmas decorations is to at- 
tract attention to our local communities. You, Mr. and Mrs. 
Customer, is it necessary for business firms to do this to 

get you into the proper attitude for the annual holiday 
buying? 

The merchants have been following this practice for 
many years in the spirit of community pride and of home- 
town loyalty. If the public will accept less pretentiousness 
in Yule street decorations here, then money usually allocated 
for this purpose can be used for other purposes. 

Everyone is interested in the promotion of the communi- 
ties to the fullest. It is possible that if all the effort were 
placed on the Euclid avenue decorative program the best 
results would be achieved. On the other hand it may be 
the best policy to follow the usual custom and to spread 
‘Christmas cheer through decorations in the business dis- 
‘trict as well as extending the Euclid avenue Yule-tree light- 
ing program. 

Decision on this matter is up to the merchants. The de- 
‘cision, however, will be more or less determined by what 
‘those in charge think of the public reaction. 
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The man who is always making excuses can usually

What is “propaganda’? The 
publication of facts? | 

What is “likely” to provoke or 
encourage a threat to peace? 

The assumption is that wars 
are made by talk of war. Exactly 
the opposite is true. Talk of war 
develops out of the visible pres- 
ence of the danger of war arising 


from the actions of failures to 
act of powerful armed states, 
who then seek to cover their 
failures by attaching responsibil- 
ity to those who expose them. 

The fact is that we already 
are engaged in a political war, 
and that recourse to arms is its 
predictable outcome. War will 
not be averted: by attempting to 
pretend that things are different 
from the way they are, but only 
by a radical change of policy: 
the substitution of enforceab'e 
law for armed decisions or the 
possibility of them in  interna- 
tional disputes. 

War is the settlement of dis- 
putes by violence. Peace is the 
rule of law. War is the inevit- 
able result of power politics 
which operates under an inexor- 


demands that for every dreadful 
weapon discovered by one power- 
ful state a worse one must be 
found by its ‘potential’ enemy. 
It demands, that each expansion 
of power by one state be balanc- 
ed by expansion of power by its 
rival, 

Power politics destroys every 
vestige of morality. It begins 
by powerful states establishing 
themselves in “spheres of influ- 
ence,’ through collusion at tge 
downfall of the weak. These 
states then quarrel over still un- 
settled areas of power between 
them and mobilize every political 
means to capture these areas 
without open war—until the two 
rivalries directly confront each 
other, Then one commits a pos- 
itive aggression (which also may 
be provoked), the other ‘‘defends,” 
and afterwards scholars dispute 
over the “guilt” question. 


Violent revolution is also war. 
For 100 years, the international 
Communist party has_ preached 
and waged war for the uncondi- 
tional surrender of the entire | 
“pourgeoisie.” It is the party 
of “class war.’ Since the found- 
ing of the Soviet Union, revolu- 
tion has been an_ international 
instrument for the defense of the
